Mrs. Imogene MeLean, known to 
thousands of St. Lonisans as the pret- 
ty, dark-haired woman who had the 
candy and popcorn concession on the 
excursion steamer City of Providence, 
was found dead, asphyxiated by gas, in 
her room on the second floor of the 
building at 1143 Olive street Wednesday 
morning. Her husband, Samuel Mc- 
‘Lean, also overcome, was taken to the 
City Hospital, where he rapidly recov- 
ered. Mra. McLean's death occurred 12 
hours after her cousin, Mrs. Lou Ste- 
wens of 1806 Wesh street, warned her 
that the gas connections in her room 
were dangerous. 

For nine weeks Mra. Mclean had 
been confined to her bed most of the 
time, and for five years she had suf- 
fered from asthma. 

Dr. J. W. Warbington, 
Leona Warbington, who lived in the 
flat where Aline Bowers and Minnie 
Mitchell were overcome by gas and 
found dead, at 4227 Finney avenue, last 
oweek, was the (first physician sum- 
moned. He said Mrs. McLean had been 
dead several hours. She lay on her 
“back on the bed, as though asleep, and 
a was no discoloration such as usu- 

ly_ follows asphyxiation. The physi- 
en. explained this by saying that, in 
her asthmatic condition, escaping gas 
‘would cause her to die before enough 
of the poison entered her system to have 
“the usual after effects. , 


' Gas Heater Near Her. 


Three feet from her pillow, and be- 
tween the bed and the front window, 
was a small gas heater. The gas was 
found flowing, but the flame extin- 
guished. It is believed that during the 
night she was overcome by asthma and 
apened the window to admit ai Pa- 
tients suffering from this disea.e fre- 
quently leave their windows open all 
night. 

On the theory that death was acci- 
dental, it is thought that Mrs. McLean 
left the heater burning to counteract 
he chilling effect of the cold air and 
that during the night a gust of wind 
extinguished the fire. 

-Mrs. Charles E. Gibbs, wife of a pho- 
tographer living in the adjoining apart- 
ments, was awakened at 6:30 a. m. by 
knocking on the gallery door. Opening 
it, she found McLean, the husband, clad 
only in his underwear, faint and sway- 
Ing to and fro in the hallway. 

Husband Gave Alarm. 

“My wife, my wife!’ he gasped, and 
sank to the floor. 

Mrs. Gibbs ran to the room occupied 

Dy Mrs. McLean. There was a thick 
-_ atmosphere like a fog in the room and 
the smell of gas was Overpowering. Mrs. 
Gibbs says she thinks one of the front 
“windows was raised. 
She called for help and Mrs. Annie

Her husband's account of the accident 
follows: “I came home about 6 o'clock 
last night. My wife retired early and I 
went to bed about 10 o'clock in the ad- 
joining room, leaving the door between 
open, as had been my custom during my 
wife's iliness.

BIGGEST TURBINE SHIP. 


LIVERPOOL, Nov. 22.—The Cunard 
line steamer Carmania, the largest tur- 
bine steamer affoat, has arrived In the 
Mersey, preparatory to starting on her 
maiden veyuge to New York, Dec. 2 

During six hours’ continuous run yes- 
terday the Carmania easily maintained 
19% knots, while her speed over a meas- 
ured mile vas more than 20 knots, 

The Carmania is of 21,000 tons regis-

on record in) favor <« a free 
railroad and wagon bridge: urged all 
other erganizations of the city to co- 
operate in the movement and adopted 
resolutions asking the Municipal Assem- 
Ely to- amend the bond issue ordinance 
to include a free bridge provision in such 
a way that the total may be within the 
limit of indebtedness which the city 
can lawfully assume. 

All of the business, commercial and 
trade organizations of St. Louis are 
now on record in favor of a free bridge. 
A majority of them have joined the 
movement for relief from the Terminal 
monopoly inaugurated and led by 
the Post-Dispatch, within the past 18 
months.

Decision Big Victory. 

The league's action is considered sig- 
nificant, as heretofore the league was 
thought to be opposed to the free-bridge 
proposition. It is recalled that the leg- 
isldtive committee of the league has fre- 
quently sided with the Terminal monop- 
Oly and at the meeting four weeks ago 
recommended that a wagon bridge only 
be constructed. Judge Leo Rassieur of- 
fered an amendment So as to make the 
resolution read “railroad: and wagon 
bridge."’ 

At the suggestion of Gov. Francis the 
league then deferred consideration of 
the matter for one month. 

Meanwhile former Gov. Francis and 
other conspicuous members of the Busi- 
ness Men's League declared themselves 
in favor of a free railroad bridge. In 
an interview published in the Post-Dis- 
patch Gov. Francis said that no time 
should be lost by St. Louis in seeking to 
build a free bridge if the Terminal! in- 
sisted on retarding the city’s growth by 
bridge tolls on its shipments. 

About 100 members of the league at- 
tended Tuesday night’s meeting, pre- 
sided over by President Cyrus P. Wal- 
bridge. 

Before the resolution tin relation to 
the bridge was taken up Mr. Walbridge 
ealled for the report of Harvey L. 
Chriatie and P. Taylor Bryan, attor- 
wieys of the league, in reference to the 
free bridge proposition. 

Independent Lines’ Rights. 

‘Their opinion stated in substance that 
independent railroads would have a 
right to use the Terminal’s tracks upon 
the payment of a reasonable rental-—the 
rental not to exceed that paid by other 
lines in the Terminal Association. 

“In respect to the St. Louis terminals 
of a railroad company other than a ter- 
minal company, bridge company or de- 
pot company,” says the report, ‘‘as for 
example the Missouri Pacific Railway 
Co. or the Wabash Railroad Co., we are 
of the opin’on that no other railroad 
company has or can acquire the right 
to the use of such terminals under 
existing laws, except by contract with 
the company owning the terminals.” 

‘Thomas McPheeters spoke in opposi- 
tion to the adoption of a resolution for 
a free bridge. 

“Since the last meeting of this or- 

nization the Municipal Bridge and 

erminal Commission has made a re- 
port,’ said Mr. McPheeters. ‘If we 
act on this resolution for a free 
bridge now, it seems to me we shall 
be forestalling in a measure the work 
of the commission. I would suggest 
thet the league commend what the 
commission has done, and let them 
understand that while it hasn't done 
all that we wanted it to, that we are 
willing to walt. 

*T believe that the adoption of this 
résolution will simrly tend to hamper 
the work of the commission, and for 
that reason I shall vote against it.”

Henry Clacker Gets Ten Years 
for Killing Bertha 
Kemper. 


At the urging of his wife, Henry 
Clacker, aged 50, pleaded guilty to the 
charge of murder in the second degree 
-—the killing of Mrs. Bertha Kemper in 


1902---Wednesday, and was sentenced to 
a term of 10 years in the Penitentinary 
by Judge Withrow. 

The wife, Mrs. Emma Clacker, wished 
this to be done, she said, because anoth- 
er jury trial will result in his being 
declared insane, as did the first trial, 
and he wiil again be sent to an asylum. 
tie can be cured with more certajnty, 
she thinks, in the Penitentiary. Clack- 
er’s daughter, Alma, and son, Edgar, 
were with him in court when sentence 
was passed. 

June $, 1902, Clacker, then living at 1410 
Menard street, went to the apartment 
of George Kemper inthe same house, 
and said to the latters’ wife, a bride of 
a few weeks: 

“Take this bucket 
beer.’ 

She refused and<he shot her. 

He went downtown then and began 
drinking, spending the night with jo- 
vial companions, to whom he = said 
nothing of the crime. Next morning 
he came home and was arrested by the 
police waiting there. Asked about 
the killing of Mrs. Kemper he said 
he did not remember it. 

“A little bird said to me, ‘Get some 
beer,’ ’ he said. ‘I started to fly down- 
town and somebody hit me.” 

The jury which Paria the case de- 
clared Clacker insane and he was sent 
to the asylum. He had spent two 
terms in the asylum before the mur- 
der. Recently he was discharged from 
the institution, pronounced cured, and 
vee to have been tried again for mur- 
er. 

Mrs. Clacker talked to the Circuit 
Attorney and Judge Withrow and 
they agreed with her that a Peniten- 
tiary sentence would probably be best 
for her husband.

Gov. Francia’ Precedent. 


During David R. Francis’ adminis- 
tration as Governor of Missouri he 


found it necessary to remove two 
members of the Police Board of St. 
Louis, and the history of the proced- 
ure is interesting as bearing upon the 
present situation. 

The State Legislature was in session 
at the time, and Gov. Francis sent 
for the Senate Committee, whose duty

Francis and not 
disposed to carry out his policy for 
the administration of police affairs in 
St. Louis, for which he was logically 
responsible. The committee agreed to 
act without delay. .

Grade Crossing Commission’s

There was a remarkable unpacking of 
suit cases and steamer trunks Wednes- 
day in the homes of 11 city officials, 
and more than one bottle of a dark 
brown fluid which, when shaken, 
showed a fine bead, was restored to the 
dark shelf whence it had sallied to 
snuggle down among linen and brushes. 

The bill appropriating 32000 of the 
city’s money to pay for a swing around 
the circle of nine Eastern cities by the 
Grade Crossing Commission of three 
councilmen, three delegates and five 
others was defeated at the meeting of 
the House of Delegates Tuesday night 
by a vote of 13 to 7. 2 

The bill had passed the Council by a 
comfortable majority and those who 
were to participate in the grade cross- 
ing inspection had packed their bag- 
gage for the journey. 

Members of the commission supposed 
that all objection on the score of ex- 
pense had been removed by Councilman 
Marks’ assurance that “‘the commission 
will visit the cities in the most economi- 
cal manner—that is, in rotation.” He 
added that he and one of the members 
of the House had drawn up a “rough 
itinerary.’’ This statement is now be- 
lieved to have destroyed the good effest 
of the other. 

Firemen ag Carpenters. 

At Tuesday night’s meeting of the 
House Delegate Williams introduced a 
bill to prohibit the employment of mem- 
bers of the Fire Department in the 
work of carpenters, bricklayers and 
other trades. He also presented a reso- 
lution asking an opinion from the city 
counselor as to the legality of employ- 
ing firemen in such work. 

Delegate Coale introduced a measure 
to regulate street cars, which provides 
that cars shall stop at the ‘‘near’’ in- 
stead of the ‘“‘far’’ crossing. 

Delegate Smith introduced a _resolu- 
tion authorizing the clerk to call on the 
commilasioner of supplies for 32 fountain 
pens, one for each member and attache 
of the House,.including the sergeant-at- 
arms and page.

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The defense in the trial of United 
at the opening of Federal Court Wednes- 
day morning. when Judge Van Devan- 
ter overruled an objection by District 
Attorney Dyer for the Government to 
a cross-examination of Attorney Thomas 
B. Harlan, a Government witness. 

Harlan Tuesday afternoon identified 
letters and telegrams which passed be- 
tween him and Burton, and had then 
been dismissed by the Government. Col. 
Dyer objected to an attempt by Attor- 
ney Lehmann to cross-examine Harlan 
on the affairs of the Rialto company, for 
which Harlan was attorney, and on 
the details of the employment of Bur 
ton. 

Lehmann contended that he was enti- 
tled to bring out such testimony on 
cross-examination, Harlan having tes- 
tified that he was attorney for the com- 
pany, and was instrumental in employ- 
ing Burton. 

Harlan testified that he met Senator 
Burton in front of the Rialto building 
the morning of Nov. 17, 1902. He en- 
tered a cab with Burton and Ernst Kas- 
tor, he said, and drove to Union Sta- 
tion. He had been informed by Maj. 
Dennis, president of the Rialto com- 
pany, that it was desired to employ 
Burton as counsel, he said. 


Conferred on Train. 


In order to have a conversation with 
him, the witness and Kastor boarded a 
train on which Burton was going to 
Chicago. Harlan and Kastor returned 
from Chicago the same hight. 

On the way toe*Chicago, Harian said, 
he told the history of the Brooks Bro- 
kerage and Commission Co!*and the or- 
ganization of the Rialto company. 

“I told Burton,” Harlan said, ‘‘that 
the Rialto company contemplated a de- 
partment to deal in ‘promotion securt- 
ties.’ 

“I told him the Rialto company had 
the most complete list of investors in 
existence and that it would be in a po- 
sition to dispose of securities. The com- 
pany could place these securities before 
investors at the rate of $30,000 a day. 

“Up to that time there had been no 
talk of compensation.

On redirect examination by Col. Dyer, 
Harlan sald he could not remember 
whether or not he told Senator Burton 
he would be expected to examine the lit- 
erature which would be sent through 
the mail.

Harlan said that in his conversation 
with Burton on the train, he made it 
plain to Burton that the greater part 
of the business of the Rialto company 
was done through the mails.

NEW YORK, Novy. 22.—The New York 
World today exposes David Belasco as 
a plagiarist of most astounding brazen- 
ness, or the really pitiful victim of some 
scoundrel who has tricked him in the 
world of art and literature. 

In this month’s number of Appleton’s 
Booklovers’ Magazine, there is an ar- 
ticle on “The Art of Acting,’’ over 
which the name David Belasco appears 
as that of the author It takes up three 
pages and is a valuable exposition of 
the principles of stage art. Almost the 
whole of it, word for word, was pub- 
lished 30 years ago in England in a 
book written by George Henry Lewes, 
entitled “Actors and the Art of Act- 
ing." In this, presented as Belasco’s 
work, there appears to have been no 
effort to weave in his own work with 
that of another writer. Always the 
matter has been taken bodily, even to 
its mistakes in English and peculiarities 
of capitalization. There are four lines 
in the magazine article that do not ap- 
pear in Mr. Lewes’ book. These are in 
the introductory paragraph. After that 
it is a mosaic, made entirely of pickings 
from the English author. Sometimes 200 
words and more are scissored in one 
lump. 

For vears every big dramatic success 
of Belasco’s has been claimed by one 
or several writers, but he has won out 
in almost every contest. That was es- 
pecially true of the -“‘Darling of the 
Gods.” This last week two persons 
have come forward and claimed his new- 
est success, ‘The Girl of the Golden 
Weat.”’ 

Mr. Belasco has not yet explained the 
“Art of Acting’ lift. His friends be- 
lieved he was imposed upon by some 
needy literary friend who appealed to 
his gcnerosity to stand as author of the 
man’s article so that it could be sold. 
Mr. Belasco is said to be a man Of re- 
stricted literary education and likely to 
accept a friend’s manuscript as genuine 
when a more widely read man would 
have spotted it as a forgery at first 
reading.

The web of evidence which 
woven around Joseph Mazouran, 
best police cagture of the week, is ex- 
pected to show that, working hard all 
day, he spent his evenings robbing wom- 
en on the streets, choosing as his prin- 
cipal booty rare articles of silken fabric, 
because he knew their value, having 
been born and reared at Fuomi, AuStria, 
a town noted for its manufacture of 
silks. 

In his room at 2917 Chouteau avenue, 
after his arrest on the charge of snatch- 
ing a silk scarf from Miss Rose Silver- 
berg at Sixth and Locust street, were 
found many articles of that fabric, and 
the police believe that they will find 
that he has disposed of much more. 

Tracing Robberies to Him. 

It is believed that to Mazouran will be 
traced many robberies of women on the 
streets in the last month. 

Miss Linda Flayer of 4302 Florissant 
avenue has positively identified him as 
the man‘who aittacked her and took her 
purse at Tenth and Locust streets Mon- 
day evening a short time before Miss | 
Silverberg was robbed. 

Mazouran is a man of giant frame. He 
is tall, broad of shoulder and has mas- 
sive square jaws. His hair is jet black, 

+ small, dark and beady and his 
chin is preminent. His hands are iarge, 





he fingers gnarled and he palms black- 
ened and hardened. 

He says that he worked to get money 
to send home to Fuomi for his wife 

Feigned Iguorance of English. 

When ftirst arrested Mazouran pre- 
tended that he was unable to speak 
English, and he has maintained this 
ever since when in contact with police 
officials. 

In the holdover Wednesday morning! 
a Post-Dispatch reporter induced ‘him 
to talk in the presence of the guard 
and the janitor. ; 

“T have been in this country four 
years,’ he said. ‘I worked a year in 
the copper mines at Anaconda, Mont., 
before coming to St. Louis. I have 
never stolén anything. I do not know 
any woman here and these people that 
say I robbed them are mistaken. I. 
have done any sort-of work that Pf 
could get since I came to St. Louts. 

“During the first half of the World's 
Fair year'I was employed as a laborer 
at Edgemont, Tll.. by the East St. 
Louis Gas Co. Then t worked tn 8t. 
Louis for the Terminal Association, 
making and laying concrete. After 
that i was employed by the Re!) Tele- 
phone Co. as a laborer, and when I 
was arrested I had heen laving curb- 
stones for a contracting company in 
South St. Louis. 

“I also worked at the smelting works | 
at Cheltenham, and at the plant of): 
the Scullin-Gallagher Steel Co. My wife; 
is in Fuomi. i expreted to be able to; 
send for her in about ¢wo vears ufte 
coming over here. but [ haven't made: 
as much money as [ thought | would.” ! 

Mazouran talked freely until asked 
how the stolen goods came to be in his 
room. Then he shrugged hs shoulders 
and protested that he could not under- 
stand the question. 

All his statements as to his employment 
have been verified by the police, but 
this does not shake their belief that he 
robbed women on the street after work- 
ing noure in order to supplement his 
earnings. 

“We have worked on the theory that 
Mazouran has a woman accomplice, but 
we have no evidence as yet,’ said Chief 
of Detectives William Desmond Wedncs- 
day. “This man undoubtedly worked 
hard, but that does not prove anything. 
A few years ago we arrested and con- 
vic.ed a prominent St. Louls.contractor 
who was a respected citizen by day and 
a robber by night. 

The favorite method of the man who 
has been robbing St. Louis is to throw 
his arm around @.s victim’s neck and 
choke her so that she is unable to call 
for help. With his free hand he takes 
her purse or jewelry. 

Many thefts of this character have 
occurred on the downtown streets in the 
last week, most of the victims being 
young women employes of big Washing- 
ton avenue department ‘stores. In sev- 
eral cases bundles were taken from be- 
neath the arms of; the victims, and in 
most cases these contained silk 8. 

That the thief could have made 
such a selection of material without 
the aid of an accomplice, whose task 
it wes to track purchasers of silk at 
etores. ix regarded as improbable. 

In the booty found at Mazouran's 
room were 11 silk scarfs, 15 silk hand- 
kerchiefa, two silk skirts, two silk 
waists, one chatelaine bag, three 
alarm clocks, four purses, three linen 
handkerchiefs, five gold rings, = set 
with garnets and pearls; one pair of 
scissors, one pair of gold-rimmed eve- 
Kiasses, one picture and one fancy 
frame.

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BOSSISM AND THE POLICE. 

Before municipal reform can become actual in St. 
Louis or any other city of the country, it must show 
that it means police reform. 

If it does not mean police reform, it will not mean 
reform at all. It will end in mere “sound and fury, 
signifying nothing.” 

The whole system of bossism in city politics, with 
“boodling” as its method, depended on organizing the 
Police Department to support~ bossism. . 

Unquestionably the Police Department was so or- 
ganized in St. Louis when, as Circuit Attorney, Gov. 
Folk began his prosecutions of “boodling.” Boodling 
itself is a mere development of bossism and the _ or- 
ganized forces behind it, depending finally on their 
power to contro] the Police Department and the 
city through it. 

The Police Department was organized to represent 
all that was most brutal in the tactics of bossism. 
lt did represent both corruption and brutality during 
the whole period of worst corruption in the city. 

In its organization it represents now what it rep- 
resented then. 

As Governor, Goy. Folk occupies a position giving 
him the same responsibilities in this police problem 
he had as Circuit Attorney in dealing with the 
problem of legislative bribery. 

The responsibility is his official supinuialiey to 
the fullest extent. 

The fact that the Police Commissioners are resi- 
dents of St. Louis does not localize the control of 
the department or change the problem in the least. 

The city has no actual voice in the control of the 
police. On the contrary, every one, including Gov. 
Folk, knows the system is so constructed that the 
final political control of the city can be exercised 
through the police. 

Under existing laws, framed by bosses to perpetu- 
ate bossism, the city cannot even scrutinize the 
amounts of its own funds, spent on the police as con- 
trolled from Jefferson City. 

In such a situation as this, it is idle to say that 
the police problems of St. Louis are its local affairs, 
with which it must deal locally. 

it is perfectly clear on the face of such a situa- 
tion, that Gov. Folk has the choice either of reform- 
ing the police force up to the level of his own hizh 
views of principle in municipal reform, or else of 
taking his own permanent place as a political boss. 

As Governor, he has not yet reformed the police 
force. 

The department of the present still represents in 
its organization the bossism of the period whose 
boodling methods Cireuit Attorney Folk exposed. 

Gov. Folk himself is made by the system itself the 
actually responsible official in whom, and not in the 
people of St. Louis or any local board of his ap- 
pointees and subordinates, final control is lodged. 

The St. Louis police force is the Governor's police 
force. 

It is his responsibility as Governor to eradicate 
the principles of bossism from its organization. 

If he fails, his career as a reformer will find a 
contradiction so complete that the end will be in- 
evitably what it has been in the case of every Gov- 
ernor of the State who has accepted and attempted 
to use the opportunities the system gives as “police 
boss” for St. Louis.

] NEW YORK, Nov. 22.—“Our uncivil- 
ized postoffice’’ is the World's way of 
referring to a lack of a parcel’s post 
and anent Postmaster-General Cortel- 
you’s report. It says: ‘‘The four great 
reasons which were potent when Mr. 
Wanamaker was Postmaster-General 
still prevent the establishment of a 
parcels post. 

“Those reasons are the American Ex- 
press Co., the Adams Express Co., the 
Wells Pargo Express Co. and the 
United States Express Co. 

‘In Switzerland a man on a walking 
tour may mail his valise to his next 
hotel. In Germany a traveler may ‘leave 
his solled linen to be washed and to 
follow him by mail C. O. D. From 
some countries of Europe parcels can 
be mailed to this country, but. they 
must be delivered by arrangement with 
one of the ‘four reasons.’ We can mail 
a large parcel from Chicago to Chicago, 
not New York to Chicago. 

“The chief fear of Congress seems to 
be that the Postal Department may

and as a gubernatorial officer he has 
become a national figure, and the things 
he has done justify a close scrutiny of 
the man. The foundation of the charac- 
ter of Joseph W. Folk, Governor of Mis- 
SOuri at the age of 36 and one of the 
half dozen real leaders of civic honesty 
in America, is religious morality. This 
is unusual today. Many contemporary 
Statesmen and moralists are pagans. 
They have a philosophy of life deep and 
broad and cosmopolitan—which Folk has 
not—and they are Christians only  be- 
cause they have a sort of protective 
mimicry of creed, that merges them in- 
to their environments. But Wolk, with- 
out much depth to his natural philoso- 
phy of life, is deeply pious, without be- 
ing in the least sanctimonious and with- 
out any cant. He is a smallish man in 
stature, being a trifle less than five feet 
seven in height, and some day he will 
be stout. He is of the sack-coat size 
and build and temperament—as Roose- 
velt is—but finding. himse.f a public man 
he dresses the part in what we of the 
West call a Prince Albert coat, a gar- 
ment which seems to give citizens con- 
fidence in their public officials. And 
this leads one into the core of the man’s 
character—caution. If the word “foxy” 
could be knighted into polite diction, it 
might be applied to Joseph W. Folk. 
For, though intrigue is foreign to his 
nature, and though he never wags on 
his toes and has no stomach for shams 
and pretenses, every step he takes is 
taken with direction; every word he says 
is weighed carefully—though hardly 
painfully as a stupid man’s words are 
doled out to cover his ignorance; and ev- 
ery act, public or private, which may 
have the least significance upon those 
who witness it, is measured by some 
wise rule. Hence the Prince Albert 
coat; hence His abstinence; hence his 
unruffled front; hence the conventional- 
ity of his daily walk. Nor is this ve- 
reer. It comes from his heart. Fearing 
the effect on young men who might see 
him smoking, Folk has given up his 
cigar and pipe. He is as modest as a 
girl,#ind yet he is worldly-wise enough 
to know the force of the example of a 
public man, and he willingly sacrifices 
his comfort that he may not violate 
this trivial obligation to the people. His 
language is as clean as a woman's, and 
it comes from a carefully weeded heart. 
And to the picture of a frock-coated, 
smooth-faced, cledr-eyed, shy-mannered, 
self-deprecating young man, a black soft 
hat, and a boyish smile playing elus- 
ively over a countenance regular and 
oval, and it needs but few touches to 
make it live. * ° * 

Intellectually, Folk is not vet the big 
man that he is morally. He is not a 
person of broad and catholic culture. 
One would say that his learning is not 
that of the college, but of the newspa- 
per and the magazine. He has, how- 
ever, the sixth sense to know men and 
to hide himself that guided McKinley. 
Always he puts on a good front, and 
intellectually he is growing. 

But his honesty is exceptional; it is a 
great gift that should be carefully nur- 
tured. Here is an interesting thing 
about Folk's morality as it appears to 
the writer’ 

His honesty seems to be the result of 
a deliberate conviction of faith or creed, 
that honesty is the best policy. It 
does not seem to be as unconscious as 
his breathing. Reporters are good 
judges of men. The reporter in Mis- 
sourt who admires Folk most said of 
him: “He always seems to me to be 
acting on the theory that honesty pays; 
one feels that he has decided that at 
some time—made it a rule of his life, 
and he follows his rule implicitly. I 
never saw a man before who made 
palpable honesty pay more obviously 
than Folk.’’ The reporter skirted close 
to another strong trait of Folk’s char- 
acter: He works by rules of life. He 


has decided. for instance, that ee) 


velt oftan does) lets. himself loose. 
countenance has a glow to it, but it 
is not of gayety, but rather of kindness. 
He plays the game-of life with a smiling 
face, but with his cards close to his vest 
buttons. He is as unimpulsive as Mc- 
Kinley whom, in many ways, he 
| strongly resembles. There is nothing of 
the dare-devil in Folk, though insomuch 
as the bluff is a recognized weapon of 
polished diplomacy he uses it deftly. 
The great difference between McKinley 
and Folk is that with all the plety, con- 
ventionality, caution and caleulation 
which they have in common to a 
marked degree, McKinley studied the 
people, ‘and went to them for his moral 
guidance—Folk has faith in the people, 
but goes into his own heart for guid- 
ance and lets the people follow him. 
Folk—barring some great catastrophe in 
his life+-will make a leader. McKinley 
was a great follower. 

Folk seems to have no confidants; no 
advisers; no board of strategy; he walks 
on his heels—cautiously, slowly, silent- 
ly often, but always in a straight line, 
and always on his heels. He is a queer 
human mixture—but a strong one. He 
is so entirely the antithesis of Roose- 
velt in everything but moral courage 
and moral sense, that it is odd that 
people frequently name the two men 
in the game breath. * * * 


One d¢annot close an attempt at an 
honest account of Joseph W. Folk and 
his work without deprecating the effort 
to make him a presidential candidate 
while hte is still up to his elbows in a 
work that he has sworn to do without 
variableness or shadow of turning. To 
many af those who know him best and 
admire him most he does not yet seem 
to be of size or of strength for presi- 
dential ‘timber; or better, perhaps, it 
may be said that he does not seem to 
be of siuch size and strength as he will 
be after 10 years more in the school of 
life, and that the kind of a president 
he might likely make three years from 
now is 0 much inferior to the president 
that they hope and believe he would 
make t@n.or a dozen years from now, 
that they hate to see him wasted on 
an earlier opportunity. Indeed, those 
are not his best friends who insist on 
booming him for President. On the con- 
trary in Missouri his dearest and most 
unswerving enemies are those who talk 
loudest about Folk as.a presidential 
cardidate in 1908 And the blind en- 


joining the claque, are merely helping 
the devil in Missouri take a wholesome, 
simple-hearted, brave young man up 
into a mountain to show him the king- 
doms of the earth. What this country 
needs of Gov. Folk, and what it has a 
right to demand of him, is that he keep 
right on making Missourl a model 
American commonwealth, that other 
states may profit thereby. It is not ex- 
aggeration—though it may seem so—to 
say that Gov. Folk can make Missouri 
the best governed state in the world, 
by continuing in its present course. And 
yet it must be highly distracting to 
have the maggot of a presidential nom- 
ination wiggling in his consciousness 
while he is doing a real public service, 
not merely to his state, but to his 
country. The friends of good govern- 
ment in this land therefore should con- 
trol their emotions while thinking of 
Folk as a presidential candidate, .and 
give him.such absent treatment as they 
can to make him a good Governor of 
Missouri; and after that an active citi- 
gen of his community until he shall 
grow in mental stature, to keep up with 
his moral stature, and shall be ripened 
for whatever great and good work his 
country may have for him. Just be- 
cause a sapling is straight is no reason 
why it should be supposed to be strong 
enough for the beam of a ship. With 10 
years of seasoning in public life—per- 
haps six of it in Washington—Folk 
would be sound and strong and worthy 
of any burden; but now his duty lies in 
Missouri, at his appointed task.
